S m ith , co n- 
table at Jefferso n C ity, w ho to o k 
the priso ner to Jefferso n C ity on 
N o . 4 yesterday afterno o n. 
H e n b y w as sta nd ing at the bar 
in M c G u r r e n ’s salo o n w hen C o n ­ 
stable 
R o b b 
w alk e d u p to him, 
a nd , ta ppin g him o n the sho ulder, 
said ; 
“ Y o u are the m an I w a nt. 
I 
arrest yo u fo r fo rge ry.” 
H e n b y lo o ked the officer straigh t 
in the eyes a nd replied : 
“ I guess 
yo u are 
m istaken. 
I have do ne 
ffo thing and yo u have the w ro ng 
m an. 
W o n ’t yo u take a d r in k ? ” 
C o nstable R o b b 
to o k 
a 
cigar 
w ith the priso ner, and w^hile they 
sto o d ta lk in g H e n b y pulled a co u­ 
ple 
of letters 
fro m 
his 
po cket, 
w hich he destro yed. 
T h e n he ad m itte d th a t he had 
c o m m itte d fo rgery and s a id : 
“ I 
k ne w yo u w ere after me, fo r I saw 
yo u fo llo w me aro und all m o rning. 
I co uld no t get a w a y.” 
T o a D e m oc r at repo rter C o n­ 
stable 
S m ith 
said 
H e nb y 
had 
fo rged some fifteen checks o n the 
E xc h a nge , M e rc h a nts’ 
and F irst 
N a tio na l banks of Jefferso n C ity. 
H e n b y came to Jefferso n C ity 
a nd represented th a t he was an in­ 
surance agent. 
H e w o n the co nfidence of several 
peo ple, after 
vrhich 
he 
hired a 
livery rig and dro ve o ut into the 
co u nty w ith a w o m an of unsavo ry 
repu ta tio n, w h o m he intro duced to 
farm ers as his wife. 
H e sold insurance th ro u gh o u t the 
co u nty, 
but 
“ needed 
a 
little 
c h a n ge ” at intervals a nd pro cured 
th e same by fo rgery. 
H is cro o ked w o rk w as disco ver­ 
ed after he left there on Misso uri 
Pacific train N o . 9 F rid a y nigh t. 
T h e Sedalia autho rities w ere n o ­ 
tified and H e n b y’s arrest by C o n ­ 
stable R o b b fo llo wed. 
T h e fact th a t he destro yed let­ 
ters 
w hile 
ta lk ing to C o nstable 
R o b b leads the officers to believe 
th a t they have a bad m an in the 
toils. 
W h e n the priso ner bo arded the 
tra in yesterday afterno o n he said 
to Sheriff D illard, w ho w as near 
b y : 
“ G o o dbye, sheriff, I 
d o n’t 
expect to see yo u a ga in .” 
T h e Jefferso n C ity Press of yes­ 
te rd a y had the fo llo w ing regard ing 
the case : 
C o nstable G. A . S m ith is o n the 
lo o ko ut fo r a m an w ho signed his 
nam e as W . H . H e nb y and secured 
$5 fro m D a n Ihler, the W ardsville 
m erc h ant. 
H e gave Ihler an o rder 
fo r th a t am o u nt of m o ney, w hich 
he claim ed w as o n depo sit in the 
E xc h a n ge b ank in this city. 
M r. 
Ih ler sent the o rder here and the 
batik officials k ne w no such perso n 
a nd refused paym ent. 
T h e m an hired a team and b u g­ 
gy fro m C. A . W a re T h u rsd a y to 
drive o ut into the co u ntry to lo o k 
after some insurance business, he 
claim ed, but 
up to last nigh t he 
had no t returned, a nd the co nsta­ 
ble is of the o pinio n th a t the m ao 
has 
sk ippe d 
o ut 
w ith 
the 
rig. 
H e will arrest him fo r the bo gus 
b ank check if he returns to the city, 
and if he does no t retu rn he ho pes 
to lo cate the team a nd b u ggy in a 
few days. 
H e will no tify the o f­ 
ficials at S pringfield to lo o k o ut 
fo r K e nb v a nd the team .
